(Previously presented) The method of claim 111, wherein the autoimmune disorder is 
selected from the group consisting of: insulin dependent diabetes mellitus, multiple sclerosis, 
systemic lupus erythematosus, Sjogren's syndrome, scleroderma, polymyositis, chronic 
active hepatitis, mixed connective tissue disease, primary biliary cirrhosis, pernicious anemia, 
autoimmune thyroiditis, idiopathic Addison's disease, vitiligo, gluten-sensitive enteropathy, 
Graves' disease, myasthenia gravis, autoimmune neutropenia, idiopathic thrombocytopenia 
purpura, rheumatoid arthritis, cirrhosis, pemphigus vulgaris, autoimmune infertility, 
Goodpasture's disease, bullous pemphigoid, discoid lupus, ulcerative colitis, or dense deposit 
disease.
